DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 11-12 and 16-28 are allowed over the prior art of record as amended in 
the 07/1 0/2009 reply. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims in 
this application have been allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose either 
singly or in combination the claimed device of safe injection device including a support 
sheath, a syringe body secured to said sheath, and a protection sheath movable 
between a retracted position and an extended protection position. The device includes a 
retaining means for retaining the protection sheath that are adapted to be urged so as to 
allow the sheath to be extended. The syringe body is secured to the support sheath via 
a ring including a coupling wall that is substantially transverse. This wall presents at 
least one slot enabling the retaining means to be acted upon from the side of the 
coupling wall that is opposite from the distal end of the support sheath. 

The closest prior art of record is Jansen et al. (USPN6, 31 9,233) and Martin 
(USPN5,201 ,708), however these references do not disclose the device as claimed or 
described above. 

Regarding claims 1,17 and 18, the closest prior art of record fails to teach 
among all the limitations or render obvious the specifics of the safety syringe including 
the ring, retaining member and retaining tab.
